On Saturday, February 7, 2015, the boys basketball team took on the Ham¬ 
mond Wildcats at GHS.

It was only a few minutes 
into the first quarter when a bench-clearing brawl broke out in the main gym. 
Junior Anthony Murphy was going down court with the ball for a dunk when 
Hammond's Tim Echoles fouled him so hard that he slammed into the padded 
wall. Immediately after the foul, players from both sides jumped off of their 
benches and spectators didn't hesitate to run onto the court. "I went up for a 
dunk and I blacked out for a few seconds. When I realized I was on the ground 
my brother was coming towards me, but then he was hit by another player," 
said Murphy. Punches were thrown and the game was not completed 
once the angry crowd of players and fans was calmed. Days^ 
later, Bobby Cox, the head of the IHSAA, took action against ' 
this incident by handing down a punishment that some refer 
to as the "death penalty."

Players from both school's team served suspen- 1 
sions from the schools. “I felt that the five day suspension was 
enough. My teammates and I were upset by Bobby Cox's com¬ 
ments about not believing we deserved our season back," said 
junior Kelston Haden. Nearly a month after the punishment was 
established, Judge John Pena issued a temporary restraining order that | 
allowed Griffith and Hammond to compete in the state tournament.

Most of the science classes are not required to graduate high school. 
Biology and chemistry are the only mandatory classes but there are 
multiple advantages from taking other science courses. For example, 
students can receive college credits from taking anatomy and AP bi¬ 
ology. Also, if students are planning on graduating with a honors 
diploma, taking AP biology or anatomy will count towards that goal. 

"I didn’t even know that most of the science classes weren't manda¬ 
tory, but I am planning on taking anatomy because I want to go into 
the medical field and I’ve always liked science classes,” said junior 
Katelyn Venice. 

There are easier classes to take such as earth and space science and 
environmental science. There are also some more challenging classes 
including Chemistry II and physics. These classes can be useful to take 
for many different career paths and will help one to get into college. 

“In my opinion, students should take as much science as they pos¬ 
sibly can. Science helps students to increase their critical thinking skills 
and it is also a good background to have when applying for colleges 
and jobs. Besides, you never know, you might really enjoy one of 
these science classes and want take it in college even if you feel like 
you already know what you want to do in college," said science teach¬ 
er Jane Villaroman. 


The biology students completed a lab 
that allowed them to see how chemicals 
reacted in different situations. “Labs can 
be really boring, but this one was inter¬ 
esting because I got to see how some 
chemicals changed when they were 
heated up or mixed with other chemi¬ 
cals,” said freshman Lacy Shipp. 


In physics, Jane Villaroman took her 
physics students outside to shoot off 
bottle rockets to measure speed and 
velocity. "It was definitely one of my 
favorite labs, but I kept getting annoyed 
because the pumps were hard to push 
down to send off the rockets," said se¬ 
nior Cara Smith. 




"My favorite lab was in chemistry when 
we did a chemical bonds lab. We took 
the top of a can and put it on the Bunsen 
burner and put chemicals on the top to 
see which ones dissolved faster. It helped 
me understand how different elements 
reacted with heat." 



"We had a project where we had to make 
puzzles with the periodic table in Chem¬ 
istry II. It was difficult, but I enjoyed mak¬ 
ing it. It took me a long time to make, 
but we got to work with partners so that 
made it easier. I liked it because it helped 
me remember the elements." 



"I did a lab in biology where we had to 
test foods to see if they were an acid or 
a base. I enjoyed it because it was a very 
hands on experiment and I got to test a 
variety of foods.

Available to junior and senior students only, ACC allowed its partici¬ 
pants to choose a specific career choice to work in and gain an extra understanding of the effort that goes 
into that profession. The hands on training that each student had the chance to experience will play a major 
factor in their decision to pursue future careers. The majority of the ACC fields meet before a regular school 
day starts and they stay in Hammond through third hour. 

Another way to get out of the routine of a regular schedule was to join Ivy Tech or the I.C.E. program. 
Both of these options were only offered to upperclassmen because their purpose was to prepare students 
for their college years and beyond. In Ivy Tech, students spent two hours in one classroom from Monday 
through Thursday, earning college credits and being taught by multiple college professors. For those who 
worked throughout the school year, I.C.E. gave students permission to leave school early to fulfill require¬ 
ments for their jobs. 


On the Friday of Turnabout in Jane 
Villaroman's Chemistry II class, the stu¬ 
dents pass the hour by playing hang¬ 
man using terms they learned in class. 
"Playing hangman was really entertain¬ 
ing and challenging; especially when 
people would use tricky expressions," 
said senior Kristi Grumbles. 







"Ivy Tech classes are a whole differ¬ 
ent experience compared to regular 
classes. Being in this college level 
course takes more responsibility and 
time than a normal high school class. 
You're allowed to be more indepen¬ 
dent, but you also have to complete 
your work in order to be successful. It 
really prepares you for college." 


"In ACC, I take a class on two fronts: 
online and in a lab, where I learn com¬ 
ponents of computers and other elec¬ 
tronics. I earn three college credits per 
semester and I get the opportunity to 
get the A+ certification, which is an in¬ 
dustry standard by Cisco. Earning the 
networking certification will catch the 
attention of potential employers."
